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FRIDAY, 
Spring-Time in the West 


Spring conditions throughout western 
Canada are undoubtedly better than they 
have been for many years. Even over 
most of the dry area the supply of mois- 
ture in the soil is reported sufficient to 
germinate the seed and give the plants a 
good start. In some districts in recent 
weeks there were widely-extended floods, 
which it may be supposed have filled up 
the sloughs and soaked low-lying lands, 
giving promise of pasture and feed for 
stock. 

In southern sections wheat is reported 
well above ground, though in northerly 
areas seeding is not yet general. Dust 
storms, it may be assumed, are less fre- 
quent in the open districts than they have 
been in recent spring seasons, and less 
land may have to be re-seeded. 

It is the summer, of course, not the 
spring, that will tell the tale when thresh- 
ing-time comes. The west has harvested 
good crops sown in dry soil; and has 
reaped poor ones which got away .to a good 
start. But so far as spring conditions can 
predict the result, the western farmer may 
well be in a more cheerful mood than he 
has been for some years at this season. 
And everyone else may share the encour- 
agement and hopes invited by a favorable 
crop outlook.

Making mines safe and conditions sat- 
isfactory is a never-ending job. In the 
nature of things it has to be. Mining is a 
hazardous occupation, and unthought-of 
passes. Perhaps there is also among min- 
ers a8 among other people a temptation to 
let familiarity with danger breed careless- 
ness. A periodic check-up has not elimin- 
ated the danger element, and tragedies do 
occur, but there is no doubt accidents are 
fewer and conditions better because these 
investigations have been made from time 
to time. 

As to wages, whatever has been the 
case for the steam-coal miners, the miners 
working in domestic mines have been hav- 
ing a hard time of it for many years The 
root trouble has been that the mines could 
produce more coal than could be sold. Min- 
ers have therefore been working intermit- 
tently, with no assured income. The pro- 
vincial authority has not been able thus 
far to do much in the way of widening 
markets or otherwise stabilizing employ- 
ment in the mines. The commissioners 


would help, if they were asked to look into 
the difficulties of the domestic mines as 
well as those of the steam-coal producers. 


Western Hospitality Is No Myth 


Who says Canadians aren't hospitable, 
or that the west does not deal kindly with 
the stranger within the gates, even when 
times are tough? Calgary city Commis- 
sioners looked up the record of one gentle- 
man there who refuses to work 40 hours 
per month for relief allowances and has 
been prominent in the movement to pre- 
vent others doing so. What they found 
must engage the attention of Calgary tax- 
payers, and deserves interest elsewhere as 
well, 

As told in their own words, the Com- 
missioners found this gentleman “Has 
been a resident of Canada since 1921, is an 
alien, has lived at the public expense since 
1932, and at this writing is under a pen- 
alty of $3 per week for failure to work his 
hours: He has received nearly $4,500 in 
relief since first being granted public as- 
sistance.” 

That surely acquits the Calgary relief 
department of any charge of niggardli- 
ness, or of discrimination toward those 
who have omitted to take out naturaliza- 
tion papers. Albertans generally and Can- 
adians at large may claim a share of the 
absolution, since they have helped to put 
up the $4,500. Nor can it fairly be ac- 
counted to their discredit that the Com- 
missioners and the city council now want 
this lucky and long-standing guest re- 
turned to his native land—at Canada’s ex- 
pense. The city of Calgary, the province 
of Alberta, and the Dominion of Canada 
have done rather handsomely for him. 

If authorities jn the United States 
have dealt as generously with Canadians 
who were caught there in the ebb of the 
depression, and if these are now running 
foul of law or public policy, neither they 
nor the Dominion can complain if they too

Your Health

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, April 24, 1938: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; crisp 
bacon; Melba toast; stewed apricots, © Lunch: 
Buttered beets; corn bread; head lettuce, Dinner: 
| Roast pork; baked eggplant; raw celery; ripe 
olives; gelatin. 

MONDAY--Breakfast: Coddled eggs; whole- 
| wheat muffins; stewed prunes. Lunch: Canned 
corn; cooked celery; olives. Dinner: Broiled 
steak; string beans; small carrots; head lettuce; 
| baked pears 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Crisp waffle with 
maple syrup; 2 or 3 strips of well-cooked bacon. 
| Lunch: *Potato fluff; peas; lettuce and celery. 
Dinner: Stuffed round steak; spinach; asparagus; 
salad of raw cabbage; stewed apricots. 

WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Eggs poached in 
milk on Melba toast. Lunch: One kind of fruit; 
glass of milk. Dinner: Mutton chops; cooked 
carrots and peas; string bean salad; pineapple 
whip. 

THURSDAY — Breakfast: French omelet; 
Melba toast; pear sauce. Lunch: Lima beans; 
asparagus. Dinner: Vegetable soup; roast beef; 
asparagus; salad of vegetables in gelatin; ice 
cream. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: One coddled egg; 
whole-wheat muffins; stewed raisins, Lunch: 
Combination vegetable salad; glass of milk. 
Dinner: Broiled fish; cooked tomatoes; string 
beans; salad of lettuce, parsley and carrots. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Dish of berries with 


| salad of shredded lettuce.

Dinner: Celery soup; 
Salisbury steak; asparagus; stuffed celery; 
gelatin. 

*Potato Fluff: Peel and boil as many Irish 
potatoes as desired. When thoroughly done, mask 
and season with a little salt. Add enough thick 
cream to make a stiff batter and beat vigorously 
for several minutes. Heap into a flat baking 
dish, sprinkle with Melba toast crumbs and place 
in a hot oven until lightly browned. Serve while 
hot in the dish in which it has been baked. 


Questions And Answers 


QUESTION—Marybelle inquires: “What is 
the cause of a heavy feeling across the lower 
back?” 

ANSWER: There are several possible causes 
of the sensation of heaviness you describe, 
among them being prolapsus, pelvic congestion 
and bladder or uterine troubles, and weakness 
of the muscles across the lower part of the back. 
I suggest an examination to determine the cause. 

QUESTION—Cecilia S. writes: “What benefit 
is there to a prize-fighter in jumping rope?” 

ANSWER: Prizefighters jump rope in an at- 
tempt to improve their footwork, as their activity 
makes them lighter un their feet at the same 
time that it builds up the endurance of the leg 
muscles. 

QUESTION-—Bill E. wants to know: “What 
makes that top part of the chest which shows 
when the shirt is unbuttoned, take on a fiery 
red color? It does not fade out but stays a bright 
red.” 

ANSWER: Usually this persistent redness 
occurs only with the thin, light skin and is the 
result of exposure to weather. Such redness is 

| often seen among farmers and other laborers 
who expose the skin to sun and wind, while 
leaving the top portion of the shirt unbuttoned. 
It is of no serious significance 

QUESTION—H. K. asks: “Where do most of 
our starches come from?” 

ANSWER: We get most of our starchy foods 
from the grains and tubers. Wheat products, in- 
cluding bread, macaroni, and cookies; rice; oat- 
meal; cornmeal; canned corn and potatoes are all 
in the starchy class.

The Production Tax 


What this means to the farmer has been 
figured out by Henry Dahl, a prominent farmer 
of the Duchess irrigation district in the Brooks 
area. According to Mr. Dahl, this 7 per cent. levy 
on farm production will increase his taxes 591.83 
per cent. Mr. Dah] based his figures on his crop 
record of 1937 as follows: 

Total acreage, 1,000 acres. 

Present municipal provincial taxes $ 300.00 
| Taxation under the Farm Production Tax Act
